Sri P, BASL IIEDD[ . — ^Mr. Speaker, Sir, I support 
Llie Bill, and in doing so I wish to invite the attention 
of the Government to what X consider to be a very 
glaring injustice in the levying of water tax on wet; 
lands in the State, It is a well known fact that the inci- 
dence of water tax on land fed by river and spring 
channels is viewed as a most unjust thing obtaining in 
State I would not be referring to this matter over 
again, had Government met the criticism repeatedly 
levelled against it in this House, I referred to this 
matter in the course of my speech last year during 
budget discussion and Mr. Thimma Reddi most 
vehemently pleaded for the abolition of this tax 
in the course of the debate on Land Rewenue 
Demand this year. But unfortunately there was 
no reply for it from the Government on every such 
occasion. Then there was also an mcerpellation put 
last year in respect of this matter and the answers 
given then by Government were evasive and whol’y 
unsatisfactory. Xt is under these circumstances that 
X think it necessary to refer to this matter over agam 
now, X submit there is absolutely no moral justifica- 
tion for the Government to continue to levy this tax 
in the State. My reasons are as follows. Firstly, it 
IS the ryots that toil in these channels day after day 
throughout the year and maintain them. Each family 
of the ryots contributes on an average about Rs. lOO 
annually towardis the maintenance of these channels, 
and Government do not spend anything ; they do not 
pay even a single pie towards the maintenance of 
these channels, and yet a water tax at the rate Rs. 10 
to Rs. 16 per acre on those lands is levied. The poor 
8 
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ryot IS thus asked to pay this tax; oven though the 
channeis are maintained hy thorn oxelusively, Govern- 
ment spending nothing on them! Com pare this lato 
with the water rate obtaining in respect of lauds under 
channels exclusively maintained by Iho Govoraraont ! 
It is only six rupees, fc>ir, So it means that on lands 
under channels which are oxolusivo'y maintained by 
the ryots the rate is double tho rale levied on lands 
under channels which are exclusively luaintained by the 
Government. This is a voiy anomalous position and this 
anomalous incidence of tax is not capable of any expla- 
nation on any rational basis, it must have come about 
in the following way according to my opinion : Origi- 
nally the Government muse have been maintaining 
both sets of channels exclusively and tho cost 
of maintaining river and spring channels must have 
been necessarily much higher than tho cost of maintain- 
ing Government channels like the Kurnool-Cuddapah 
Canal and similar other Government channels. 
Naturally the incidence of tax in rospoot of lauds 
under river and spring channels was higher than 
the incidence of tax in respect of other lands. 
But then, Sir, the river channtds needed constant 
repairs and the need could not brook the notorious 
Government delays in the matter of execution of 
repairs to these works. So the ryots had per- 
force to do maintenance work themselves in order to 
save their crops from fading away. When once the 
ryots began to do the repairs themselves, Government 
must have become increasingly indifferent towards the 
maintenance of these channels. Eventually the whole 
lot of repairs most have come to be done by the ryots, 
while Government continued to levy the lato of water 
rate at the original rate 1 So this is the only way how 
this anomalous incidence of tax could be explained. 

Shuapable of any other explanation according to 
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me, Sir. So, when the Governmem ceased to do the 
repairs work they naturally lost the corresponding right 
to levy the tax in respect of these lands. But somehow 
unfortunately the tax continues to be levied in spite 
of the agitation going on for the last four or five decades 
The Government of the composite IVIadras State appears 
to have recognished the unjustness of this tax and 
abolished this tax in the district of Anantapur about 
four of five years ago. But then, when the question 
was put to the Government last year, I think, the Hon. 
Sri Kala Venkata Rao intervened and said, that 
because there was an agitation from that district the 
tax had to be abolished, it is a very strange answer 
for a responsible Government to give, it means that 
agitation pays even bad dividends from this Govern- 
ment. If the tax was bad for Anantapur district it is 
equally bad no more and no less in the other areas in the 
State. There are absolutely no grounds on whicn the 
conditions in Anantapur district in respect of these 
lands under channels could be distingushed from the 
conditions obtaining in respect of channels obtaining 
elsewhere in the State. Therefore I submit this 
answer impliedly concedes the unjustness of the 
continuance of the levy of this tax. T hen, 
there is no constitutional justification either fer the 
continuance of this tax. The continuance of this 
tax continually violates the provisions of the Constitu- 
tion of India. It offends Article 16 of the Constitutioa, 
which guarantees unto every citizen the fundamental 
right of equality before the law. I submit, Sir, there 
is absolutely no equality in respect of this matter, it 
has been abolished in Anantapur district and it has not 
been abolished elsewhere in spite of repeated requests. 
Of course lawyers are criticised for pointing out such 
things, it is our unfortunate lot. But we are aware 
that a proper enforcement of the rights and a fulfilment
